And when y 
Enter upon this Buſineſs, I beheye you will think it Neceſſary to a 
Care of the Reparrs of the Ships, and of the Fortifications, whithout 
which Our Fleet cannot be Safe, when it is in Harbour. 


I cannot Omit to put you in Mind of another Matter in which 
ſo great a Number of my Subjects is concerned , and wherein the 
Honour of the Kingdom and the Faith of Parliaments is ſo far En- 
gaged, that Our future Security ſeems to Depend upon it , I mean, 
the making good the Deficiencies - of the Fonds, wy the Diſcharge- 
ing the Debts contracted by reaton of the War. And till we may 
be ſo happy to fee the Publick Debts paid, I ſhall hope, that no 
Seſhon will end without ſomething done towards Lefſening them. 
While I am ſpeaking to you on this Head, I think My Self obliged 
to Mention, with a very particular Concern, a Debt which is Owing 
to the Frince of Denmark, tne State whercof I have Ordered to be 
laid before you.
